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PISA’S FAMOUS SHOW SPOT IS NOT 


WORK OF ACCIDENT. 


Brooklyn Scientist Declares Measure- 
ments Prove the Structure the Re- 


It—Center of Gravity Found Well 
Within the Limits of Safety Despite 
Centrary Appearance—William H. 
Goodyear Gives His Views. 


Goodyear, curator of fine arts of the Brook- 
lyn Institute Museum, this afternoon pre- 
sented a paper at the meeting of the Archmo- 
logical Institute of America, held at Colum- 
bia University. His subject was: New 
Observations on Architectural Refinements 
in Italian Churches, and New Facts About 
the Leaning Tower of Pisa.“ 

The major part of the paper discusses ths 
long debated problem whether the inclination 
of the Leaning Tower of Pisa was accidental 
or constrictive. It was observed by Panzer! 
Grassi about 1830 that the interior spiral 
stairway of the tower. was considerably 
higher. on the side of the lean than on the 
opposite side, and this was supposed by Grassi 
to indicate an intentional construction. 

Grassi gave no measurements to support 
his assertion, and Mr. Goodyear last summer 
took the measurements and proved Gragsi’s 
observation. Mr. Goodyear said: é 3 

“The purpose of constructing leaning tow- 
ers has been debated by the poet Goethe and 
by others. They probably répresent a hatred

DUAL ASSOCIATION IN SESSION. 


American Historical and American 
Economic Societies Hold Joint Ses- 
b sion at National Capital. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.—The seven- 
teenth annual meeting of the American 
Historical association and the annual méet- 
ing of the American Economic association 
began here tonight and will continue for 
several days. 

The features of the joint session were the 
addresses of the Presidents of the respective 
associations, Mr. Charles Francis Adams of 
the Historical association speaking to the 
topic, ‘‘ An Undeveloped Function,” and Pro- 
fessor Richard T. Ely of the Economic as- 
sociation having for His subject, Industrial 
Liberty.” 

Mr. Adams advocated a freer discussion of 
political questions by scholars, citing in this 
connection his own interest in the last twelve 
Presidential campaigns. In all these, he 
said, there had been only six great questions 
discussed—viz.: Slavery, reconstruction, 
currency, the tariff, the trusts, and imperial- 
ism. He believed that those of slavery, re- 
construction, and the currency were def- 
initely disposed of, but the tariff always 
would be a great question, and the trusts 
and imperialism were issues of today. As to 
trusts, he said that the study of history 
throughout would show that the tariff was 
the bastile of the trusts. 

In an academic discussion of t questidn 
of industrial liberty, Professor Ely declared 
that Überty cannot be an absolute ideal be- 
cause authority is needed in society. On the 
other hand, socialism furnished us with no 
sufficient ideal of industrial liberty. The true 
ideal, he said, lies midway between anarchy 
and socialism.

Is Laid to Rest honors at Arlington 
Cemetery. His grave 
at Arlington. is immediately beside 
Secretary of War under General Grant. The 
ceremony at the National Cemetery was as 
brief and a8 impressive as military funerals 
usually are. 

The body had been met at the train early 
in the afternoon and was immediately es- 
corted to Arlington by a squadron of the 
Eleventh Cavalry, under command of Major 
Finely. ‘The cakket rested on a caisson, ac- 
cording to military custom, and was draped 
with the American flag. 

The funeral procession, including, of course, 
the devoted young wife, passed by the War 
department, Where Major Hugh,“ as he 
was popularly called, has done so much of 
his work, and out near Fort Myer, where he 
had paid the soldiers regularly until sent 
away on the mission to the Philippines which 
resulted in his death.

MEETS GENERAL APPROVAL. 
Commission Reports to Congress That 
as Result of Over 18,000 Inquiries 
It Finds System Isin Favor.

Chattanooga, Tenn,, Dec, 27.~The Execu- 
tive committee of the National Association 
of Bankruptcy Trustees, of which D. L. 
Grayson of this city is a member, has pre- 
sented to Congress its report of the investiga- 
tion on the national bankruptcy law. 

The committee sent out 13,968 inquiries. 
The committee summarizes its report as fol- 


lows: 

„ There is an almost unanimous sentiment 
throughout the country and among the lead- 
uniform and national bankrupt law. 

“ Such sentiment appears to exist to a like 
extent preferring a national system of bank- 
ruptcy to State insolvency systems. 

“There also appears to be a general con- 
sensus of opinion among those best qualified 
to pass upon the questions that the present 
law needs amendment in several important 
directions. 

“The amendments contained in the Ray 
bill appear to have received the favorable 
approval of the most important constituent 
commercial elements of the country. 

„Concerning the questions involved in sec- 
tion 57 G of the presentact arising by reason 
of the construction given to such section by 
the courts attention should be given to the 
matter by Cohgress in the direction of en- 
dea vorintg to adjust, if possible, the various 
interests involved and affected. 


EXPLOSION WRECKS PLANT |

It is filled with adven- 
ture, peril, and unexpected rescues, with 
short intervals of plain and pleasant sail- 
ing. It is in reading these adventures that 
one becomes speedily aware that the author 
was not one of the quartet and is not fa- 
miliar with the route or the style of cruising. 
The adventures which he describes on the 
Mississippi would many of them otherwise 
have been changed. Mr. Doubleday de- 
scribes at some length the hardships of the 
boys when tied up ten miles from Com- 
merce, Mo., and compelled to tramp ten 
mfles overland to that city for six days for 
supplies and waiting for mail. He does not 
| Say whether they were ten miles above or 
the same distance below Commerce. Had 
they been the former they would have been 
directly in front of Cape Girardeau—a much 
larger place than Commerce—and ten miles 
down-stream would have brought them to 
Philadelphia Point, with supplies close at 
hand and Cairo a short day's sail down- 
stream. ap 
The climax of this is capped by the ad- 
venture of the Captain of the Gazelle—the 
yawi—who tramps the ten miles of bottom 
land road in a January thaw, with all the 
mud that implies in Missouri, packing 
eighty-five pounds of supplies on his back 
and wearing rubber boots. Thus accoutered 
the young hero covers the distance in three 
hours. It is easily seen that these are ad- 
venturous youths, indeed, for few men could 


have done it. 

But in spite of y slips due to his lack 
of knowledge of hig subject Mr. Doubleday 
has received a good Btory from the boys who 
actually made te trip. And as the trip 
itself is fascinating and as he has put noth- 
ing into the telling of it which will not in- 
terest young, people and many of their 
elders, his book should make an acceptable 
holiday gift. ;

JEANNETTE L. GILDER DISCUSSES a: 
SOME NOTABLE BOOKS OF THE YEAR. 


[By Jeannette L. Gilder, Editor of The Critic. ] 
NE of the notable books of the year’s 
end is Camera Shots at Big Game,“ 
by A. G. Wallihan. Not only is Mr. 
Wallihan’s book an interesting con- 
tribution to the history of sport but it 
has the advantage of an enthusiastic in- 
troduction by President Roosevelt, who, 
as every one knows, is himself an 
enthusiastic sportsman. ‘President Roose- 


velt wrote his introduction in May 
last, before he was President of 
the United States. He found it a 


pléasure to write this introduction to Mr. 
Wallihan’s really noteworthy book, for his 
photographs of wild game possess such pe- 
cullar value that all lovers, whether of 
hunting or of natural history, should be 
lad to see them preserved in permanent 
form.” President Roosevelt notes the prog- 
ress made in the practice of photographing 
wild animals within recent years, and de- 
scribes it as a branch of sport, and adds: 
„Hunting with the camera has many points 
of superiority when compared to hunting 
with the rifie.” 

One can imagine that the difficulties of 
getting near one’s subject were great, for 
wild animals are not likely to pose at a 
photographer's bidding. Mr. Roosevelt 
speaks particularly of the photographs of 
the cougar. The photographer might, he 
says, work a lifetime before getting such 
a remarkable picture as that of the cougar 
jumping in mMair. As I know from prac- 
tical experience, it is exceedingly difficult, 
even when the cougar has been treed, to get 
a really fine photograph, as it is not possible 
to choose the conditions of ground and light 
in advance.“ Mr. Roosevelt has hunted all 
over the ground described by Mr. Wallihan, 
whose pictures and descriptions, he thinks, 
„ should act as spurs to all of us to try to see 
that this life does not wholly vanish. It 
will be a real misfortune,’ he goes on to say. 
“if our wild animals disappear from moun- 
tain, plain, and forest, to be found only, if at 
all, in great game preserves. It is to the 
interest of all of us to see that there is ample 
and real protection for our game, as for 
our woodlands. A true democracy, really 
alive to its opportunities, will insist upon 
such game preservation, for it is to the in- 
terest of our people as a whole. More and 
more, as it becomes necessary to preserve 
the game, let us hope that the camera will 
largely supplant’ the rifle. It is an excellent 
thing to have a-nation proficient in marks- 
manship, and it is highly undesirable that 
the rifle should be wholly laid by. But the 
shot is, after all, only a small part of the 
free life of the wilderness. The chief at- 
tractions lie in the physical hardihood for 
which the life calls, the sense of limitiess 
freedom which it brings, and the remote- 
ness and wild charm and beauty of primi- 
tive nature. All of this we get exactly as 
much in hunting with the camera as in hunt- 
ing with the rifle, and, of the two, the for- 
mer is the kind of sport which calls for the 
higher degree of skill, patience, resolution, 
and knowledge of the life history of the ani- 
mal sought."" 

Mr. Wallihan is not only a good photogra- 
pher but he is a good writer. His account 
of his adventures in photographing wild ani 
mals is most entertaining... Mr. Wallnan 
was accompanied by his wife ‘on many of. 
his excursions, and it was she who often 


tracted the attention of the animal long 
enough to keep ft suffielently quiet to be 
photpgraphed. Many of the pho .ographs 
were taken of the anfmals in motion, the 
one that Mr. Roosevelt speaks of in partic- 
ular, the leaping cougar, being a most re- 
markable example of what can be done with 
the snap shot. |

Mrs. Wallihan has written as much as her 
husband in this book, and her contribution 
to the whole story is almost as great as his. 
It was she who first suggested to him the 
idea of photographing wild game, and she 
always has accompanied him on his trips. 
This means that she is a pretty hardy wom- 
an, for the excursions she has made with her 
husband through the mountains of Colorado 
were anything but pienies. Mrs. Wallihan 
is also a clever photographer as well as u 
good writer, and some of the most success- 
ful pictures in the book were those that she 
made. 


The amusing George Bernard Shaw has a 
long communication in the latest number 
of the Author oh How to Make Plays 
Readable.”” Mr. Shaw has certainly learned 
ethis art, for his plays are always readable 
if not always actable. Some time ago no 
publisher could be induced to publish a play 
in book form, but now it is quite common— 
that is, where the plays have any literary 
merit. Nearly all of Mr. Pinero’s plays are 
published, and years ago Gilbert’s and Rob- 
ertson’s were printed and bound up in reg- 
ular books, and read by every one who en- 
joyed a good story wittily told. The trouble 
with most plays—that is, the thing that 
prevents their being readable, Mr, Shaw 
a es, is the business that is written 
in. The playwrights “who deliberately 
make their plays unreadable by filnging 
repulsive stage technicalities in the face of 
the public, and omitting from their descrip- 
tions even that simplest common decency of 
literature, the definite article,“ are to blame 
for the want of appreciation dealt out to 
published plays. “ I wonder,” exclaims Mr. 
Shaw, how many readers Charles Dickens 
would have had, or deserved to have, if he

The situation as to coke is more vritleal than 
at any previous time this season, Output in 
the Connelisvilie region has been at a record 
breaking pace for a month or more, but 
stocks aceumulate at the ovens, because mo- 

tive power and cars cannot be secured.

Cotton 
mills are sold ahead for several months as 
a rule, and there Is no urgency to make new 
contracts, especially in view of the uncertain 
raw mate market. 

In the goods division overcoatings 
find ready purchasers, while prices on some 
lines just opened are abouts per cent higher 
than last season. 

Wool is strong and tending upward, with

| years ago, Interior receipts were light, and 

flour mills have been handicapped by the 
car shortage, which made it difficult to brin 
in raw material or take out the finish 
product. 

“Corn continues about 60 per cent above 
the price a year ago, which readily explains 
Atlantic exporte of only 819,258 busheis, 
against 3,319,255 busheis last year. Sugar 
became conspicuous through the aggressive 
cutting of quotations by competing refiners. 
Raw grades declined slightly on account of 
big crop estimates and other outside influ- 
ences, but the fall in standard granulated 
was disproportionately heavy, and at the bot- 
tom point, after deducting all rebates, no 
profit could be figured.

THE GOVERNOR AGAIN ARRAIGNED, 

Speaker Sberman's impersonal yet ex- 
plicit arraighment, before the meeting of 
the State Teachers association on Thurs- 
day, of Governor Yates’ mismanagement 
of the State charitable and educatioua) in- 
titutions Was as apt and merited as it was 
‘trenchant. 

Meeutatce is not a quality in which his 
ExGellency is conspicuously wanting. De- 
Spite the disruption he had previously 
wrought in the State Board of Charities he 
did not hesitate to attend the recent State 
Conference of Charities and make a fui- 
some address about the glory of charitable 
Work in general and of Illinois’ charities 
in particular. Nor, despite his treatment 
of the State educational institutions, did he 
shrink from welcoming the Teachers’ as- 
sociation in a well-polished address. The 
Spirit of his former effort was sufficiently 
analyzed at the recent Sunday afternoon 
meeting in the Fine Arts Building. Pene- 
trating sidelights were thrown upon his 
last address immediately after he had 
made It. 

However impervious the Governor may 
be to public indignation and to shafts of 
criticism, it was wholesome for the assem- 
' "bled teachers to be reminded: that the care 
of “the homeless, unfortunate children of 
Inis not less than the work of the 
higher State institutions of learning, is a 
part of the school system of 5,000,000 peo- 
pie.“ It was also wholesome for the audi- 
ence to hear it demanded in the State Capi- 
tol itselt that, by new legisiation, if need 
be, the partisan vultures, keen scented for 
spoils, be forever driven from the educa- 
tional and charitable pay rolls of the State.” 

No one has performed the public service 
of summarizing the changes made by the 
Governor in the State educational institu- 
tions. Of course, the Governor, who has 
the figures al! at hand, could not be expect- 
ed to advertise them. But his whole atti- 
> tude on the subject is well disclosed by 
the case of Mr. Henry A. Neal, who was 
_-pemoved last May from one of the State 
Normal Schools, and was then appointed 
to the State Board of Charities. In his 
published letter indignantly declining to be 
thus moved about like a mere political 
pawn, he declared that the only charge made 
against him had been that he had refused 
in the last campaign, and at the demand 
of the man appointed as his successor, to 
“levy an assessment upon the teachers of 
the school for campaign purposes.”

tional institutions of this State will tickle 
the public fancy.

OUTRAGES UPON TRAVELERS. 

The London Globe criticises in a caustie 
fashion Secretary Gage’s defense—in the 
North American Review—of the American 
custom-house system. It says that the 
Secretary “ most carefully avoids the great 
“end main complaint of most people who 
“pass through the New York Custom- 
„House, and that is the unnecessary brutali- 
“ty and lll manners with which so mauy 
“ officials treat the ordinary traveler.” 

This is hitting the nail squarely on the 
head. It is not the collection of duties on 
the personal effects of travelers which ex- 
cites indignation. It is themanner in which 
the duties are collected. The government 
of the United States has a right to make 
travelers pay duties on whatever they may 
have bought abroad. It has no right to 
treat them, because they happen to be citi- 
gens of this much favored land, with rude- 
ness and brutality, It has no right to as- 
sume that they are seeking to defraud the 
customs and handle them as if they were 
smugglers, thieves, and criminals. In fact, 
the government has no right to indulge in 
any presumptions against the good charac- 
ter and good faith of its own citizens return- 
ing home from abroad. | 

OCustome laws must be enforced, but the 
government has no right to provide an In- 
sufficient number of inspectors or to permit 
them to harass travelers simply because the 
“men oh the job” have been prevented 
from getting ‘their usual.“ tips.” That is 
precisely what was permitted and encour- 
aged by Secretary Gage’s system. Delicate’ 
women, invalids, old men, and children were 
detained often from four to five hours on a 
dock where there were no accommodations 
for them. They were not protected from the 
inclemency of the weather. They did not 
even have chairs to sit on. There they 
awaited their turn with the inspector, and 
when he came were subjected to mortifica- 
tions and insults of every kind. Women 
saw their wearing apparel tumbled out of 
their trunks and strewn about the dirty 
docks in an intentionally offensive manner. 
Rudeness, incivility, and inattention were 
the order of the day. | 

The government of the United States 
has a right to exact from travelers the paltry 
customs fees which it collects under the 
Dingley law. It has no right to subject its 
own citizens to such outrages as have been 
described. ‘There are certain cheap, com- 
mon courtesies which the lowliest of mortals 
has a right to expect from the most exalted 
of mortals, but such courtesies were un- 
known where custom-house officials held 
rule. | | 

So far as Secretary Gage was responsible 
for these heathenish and barbaric custom- 
house methods, he was guilty of a grave 
fault and one which many citizens of this 
country who have undergone the inquisition 
of some insolent inspector are by no means 
disposed to overlook. , 

It is not right that travelers should be 
treated as if they were criminals or were 
open to grave suspicion of criminality. No- 
where else is the traveler treated as he is 
at the New York Custom-House. The Amer- 
ican, returning home from travel in fore 
lands, where he has been treated with 
civility by customs officials, whose inspec- 
tions have been prompt and a mere matter. 
of form compared with those enforced ip 
United States custom-houses, feels his 
heart burn within him when he thinks of 
the ordeal that awaits him on his native 
strand. Then it is he is ready to admit that 
some things are better managed abroad. 


A WAY TO GET STREETS CLEANED. 

Here's a pretty mess! Here's a state of 
things!” is what Gilbert and Sullivan would 
have said about the present want of co- 
operation between county charity and city 
street-cleaning in Chicago. The situation 
is ridiculous, County Agent Oleson is buy- 
ing food and fuel for men who say they 
have no work. Here is public money ex- 
pended with no return in service. But, 
meanwhile, Commissioner of Public Works 
Blocki and Superintendent of Streets er- 
ty are clamoring for laborers and explaining 
the condition of the streets by saying that 
laborers cannot be found. It hardly needs 
a flash of genius to suggest that Mr. Blocki 
and Mr. Doherty might be supplied with 
men by Mr. Oleson. | 

It seems curious that men should live in 
idleness on public funds when there is pub- 
lie work to do. This means either inertness 
or incompetency. It lends piquancy to 
Mayor Harrison's remark that public of- 
ficials can administer charitable aid twen- 
ty-four times faster than private charitable 
societies. Mr. Oleson's method of rapid 
charity will hardly commend itself to the 
taxpayer. There can be no objection to the 
expending of public funds for material re- 
lief to the suffering, but when there is a 
chance for the suffering to repay the public 
in labor there is no reason why that labor 
should not be received. : 

Let Mr. Oleson, Mr. Blocki, and Mr. Do- 
herty have a few minutes’ private conversa- 
tion and see if they cannot insinuate a little 
“business” into their administration of 
their offices. 


TWO MEN WHO HAVE EARNED THE 
SENATORSHIP. 

If tong years of faithful public service 
which have been of admitted value to the in- 
terests of the nation and the State are to 
be taken into account when high offices 
become vacant, there are two men in III 
nois who have fairly earned the Senator- 
ship. One of them is Joseph G. Cannon. 
The other is Robert R. Hitt. . 

Mr. Cannon entered Congress in 1873 
after having served as State’s Attorney for 
seven years. He has been a member of 
every Congress since his first election with 
the exception of the one which was chosen 
immediately after the enactment of the 
tariff act of 1890, He has been for many 
years when the Republicans controlled the 
House the chairman of the Committee on 
Appropriations.

In 
1881 he was appointed Assistant Secretary 
of State, but left the department the fol- 
lowing year to enter the House of Repre- 
sentatives; of which he has been a member 
ever sin His assignment to the Commit- 
tee on ign Affairs was a natural con- 
sequence of the training in diplomacy he 
had had. He remained on that committee

REPEAL THE WAR TAXES. | 

There is in the current number of Les- 

lie’s Weekly an article by the Hon. Henry 


S. Boutell regarding those remaining war 


taxes of 1898 which are harassing the peo- 


ple more than three years after the close | 


of the war to meet the expenses of which 
they were imposed. If these taxes were 
necessary it would be proper to retain them 
or to substitute othep and less vexatious 
taxes for them. Mr. Boutell shows that 
they are unnecessary and mischievous. 

It the tax laws remain unaltered and taxes 
are as productive as they have been during 
the last three yeara, and if expenditures 
are not radically increased—which they 
should not be—there will be a surplus in 
the Treasury on July 1 next of about $225,- 
000,000. Much of that surplus will be with- 
drawn from the ordinary channels of trade 
and commerce: Even though the money 
be not actually needed in those channels, 
the fact that the money exists and is locked 
up in the Treasury vaults will create the 


impression that it is needed, and from time 


to time the Secretary of the Treasury will 
be besieged with requests to buy bonds and 
restore some of it to circulation. 

Mr. Boutell says Congress must deal at 
once with the question of the surplus. Con- 


gress certainly ought to, and perhaps it will. 


But how shall it deal with a large and in- 
creasing surplus? One method described 
by Mr. Boutell is to maintain the present 
taxes and prevent à further accumulation 
by large and unusual appropriations. This 
method has its friends in Congress. It has 


friends among promoters, subsidy hunters, 


and claim agents out of Congress. If the 
would-be “ surplus-busters had a free hand 
the vaults of the Treasury would be emp- 
tied before the dog days. So 

Representative Boutell’s constituents do 
not favor this method, nor does he. He 
would put a stop to further additions to the 
surplus by repealing the taxes which pro- 
duce it. He says: 

* Considering the distinct understanding 
by the people that the war revenue bill 
was — an emergency measure, and 
in view vu. de fact that the condition of the 
Treasury warrants such a reduction, it 
would seem to be both wise and just to im- 
mediately repeal the remaining war taxes 
and by conservative appropriations to con- 


fine our expenditures within the limite of 


our normal revenues.” 

This is a declaration thet every business- 
man and every taxpayer Willappiaud. Ex- 
cess of revenue means excess of expenditure, 
and the fostering of that spirit of reckless- 
ness in financial matters which bankrupts 
governments as it does individuals. Repre- 
sentative Boutell is sound on this war tax 
question, and if all other Congressmen were 
as sound as he is these taxes would be wiped 
out before the end of January. If they 
were repealed the taxpayers would have 
the good of that $7,000,000 a month they 
are now paying to a government which does 
not need it and can get rid of it only by 
squandering it. 


THE GREAT DEAD OF 1901. 

The year now so nearly at its close has 
been quite as notable as any of its recent 
predecessors in the loss of those who have 
been conspicuous in their various depart- 
ments of labor and have made their names 
widely known. The political world has lost 
William McKinley, murdered during his 
Presid ney by the assassin Ozolgosz at the 
Pan-American Exhibition; Benjamin Har- 
rison, the eminent lawyer and ex-President; 
William M. Evarts, also a great lawyer 
and ex-Secretary of State; Prince von Ho- 
henlohe, the German ex-Chancellor; Fran- 
cesco Crispi, the ex-Premier of Italy; and Li 
Hung Chang, the smartest and sanest man 
of his time in China. Among the rulers 
of the world Victoria, Queen of Great 
Britain, has passed away, likewise the 
Dowager Frederick, Abdur Rah- 
man Khan, the Ameer of Afghanistan; and 
Milan, the dissolute ex-King of Servia. 

The world of literature and the arts has 
suffered. severely. Among the prominent 
writers who have passed away are: John 
Fiske, the historian; Charlotte M. Yonge, 
and Sir Walter Besant, novelists; Robert 
W. Buchanan, the British poet; William 
Ellery Channing of the famous Concord 
group of writers; Maurice Thompson, the 
story writer and essayist; and Ignatius 
Donnelly, the romancer and Baconian cipher 
inventor. Music has lost Verdi, the last 
of the old school Italian opera composers; 
Benoit, who was the chief representative 
of the Flemish school of composition; Sir 
John Stainer, the organist and author of 
the best dictionary of terms yet produced; 
Franz Rummel, the pianist; Alfred Piatti, 
the ‘cellist; and Audran, the French light 
opera composer. In art France loses Jean 
Cazin, one of its greatest painters; England, 
Kate Greenaway, the delightful illustrator; 
and the United States, James McD. Hart 
and Edward Moran, two of the best repre- 
sentatives of the old school of painting. 


/ RAILWAY. BUILDING IN 1001. 

The Railway Age has prepared an ex- 
ceedingly careful and, as far as such a 
thing is possible, an exact computation of 
the number of miles of railway built in 
this country this year. The result is a bit 
of statistical information that seems likely 
to dispel the notion that the era of railroad 
building has come and gone. 

During 1901 the number of miles of track 
laid in the United States has been 5,057. 
This is the largest showing since the year 
1890, when the number of miles laid was 
5,670. From 1890 to 1897 there was a 
rapid decline. It began before the panic 
of 1893 and continued until the victory of 
honest money was assured. In 1896 low 
water mark was reached and the number 
of miles laid was only 1,848. The year 1897 
was almost as bad as its predecessor, but 
with 1898 began a new period of prosperity. 
Men regained confidence. Money began to 
be plentiful. The more unexploited parts 
of the country began to attract the atten- 
tion of investors. Hence the years 1808, 
1899, 1900, and 1901 have witnessed a re- 
vival of railroad building that is as grati- 
fying as any other sign of good times 
that the country-can show.

Expansion by every possible means is the 
policy that Mr. Schwab commended, and it 
is certainly the policy that makes for larger 
ultimate profits. “Community of inter- 
est will be the enemy of building that is 
haphazard and unrelated, It will be the 
friend of building that is judicious and com- 
prehensive. — 

It is noteworthy that the building of the 
year hag been done mainly in the South and 
the Southwest.

Oklahoma and Texas 
have been particularly active. 
homa the number of miles laid down was 
427; in Texas it was 583. This, it is prob- 
able, is only a beginning.

The next ten years 
ought to witness a materia] development 
of the South and the Southwest that will 
make an enormous addition to the commer- 
cial strength of the United States. As the 
vast vaeant spaces in those parts of the 
country are filled up there will be need for 
more railways,

When street car service is under dis- 
cussion the City of Buda-Pesth, the Chi- 
cago of Hungary,” is most frequently point- 
ed out as a model for other cities to follow. 
It was in Buda-Pesth in 1800 that the under- 
ground trolley system of electric transpor- 
tation was first shown to be practical. Asa 
result of the success of the Buda-Pesth sys- 
tem underground trolleys are now being 
extensively adopted in other European 
cities. In Vienna the overhead trolleys are 
being replaced by underground conduits, 
and even the famous Ringstrasse has been 
invaded by the trolley, which runs beneath 
one of the rails.” 

In Buda-Pesth, as is shown in the cut, the 
trolley wire is coriveyed in a small conduit, 


1 iff 


measuring but twelve by fifteen inches, tm- 
mediately under one of the rails. The rail 
is slotted so that an opening is made for 
what corresponds to the trolley pole in the 
overhead system. In the same conduit are 
carried private telephone wires which con- 
nect the power-house and general offices 
of. the company with various stations and 
waiting-rooms along the line. The fact that 
the conduit is so close to the surface pre- 
vents any interference with sewers, water 

pes, or gas pipes. 
P Water which may gather in the conduit 
is drained directly into the sewers by small 
openings at regular intervals. The fact 
that the underground system is successful 
under weather conditions which are quite 
similar to those which exist in Chicago is 
indicated by the picture of the electric snow 
sweeper in use on the Buda-Pesth line, while 
as a matter of fact quick thaws and freezes 
are frequent in both Buda-Pesth and Vienna. 

The Buda-Pesth street car fender is an- 
other feature of the service 9 ich is pointed 
to as a model. It ig attached at the rear on 


either side to steel spiral springs, while the 


entire edge which is closest to the rails is 


heavily padded. In this way a man may be 


struck by the fender without seriously bruis- 
ing him, while at the same time the steel 
springs give sufficiently under his weight to 
prevent possibility of his being drawn under 
the wheels. | 


In Berlin, Germany, which has changed 
even more than Chicago in the last twenty 
years, the street car service approaches the 
ideal in many ways. The city is circled by 
an elevated belt line, and within the limits 
are electric, steam, and horse lines running 
in all directions. On all these roads the fare 
is only two and a half cents for two miles, 
with an extra payment of one cent for every 
additional mile or fraction of a mile. 
the handling of passengers the rules are 
etriét. Absolutely no one is allowed to 
stand in the ajsles, and only a specified num- 
ber are permitted on the platforms, In this 
way overcrowding is avoided. The street 
car companies are bound by law to pave 
and keep in good repair all the streets 
through which their lines run, and in ad- 
dition pay a substantial bonus to the city. 

In Copenhagen, the capital of Denmark, 
there are both horse and electric cars, each 
car being given a license to carry a certain 


number of passengers. When all the seats 


are filled no more passengers are taken on 
under any circumstances, and the conductors 
of the cars are heavily fined if they exceed 
the number of passengers for which their 
cars are licensed. The Dantes also enjoy an 


exceedingly low fare, the cost per passenger 


being only two and three-quarters cents for 
any distance. The company which controls 
most of the lines of intramural transporte- 
tion pays the city a percentage of its gross 
receipts. 


In Dublin, Ireland, all the lines are run dy 
electric power. The legal fare is one cent a 
mile, with a minimum fare ot two cents. The 
cars in use are double deckers,” the seats 
above, on the roof,” being extensively 
patronized during good weather. Passen- 
gers are allowed on the platforms, but not 
in the aisles except during stormy; wet 
weather. The company which operates the 
cars pays the city $2,500 a year for each mile 
of its right-of-way, and is also obliged to 
pave and keep in repair the space between 
its tracks and for one foot on either side

of them. The franchise under which the 
cars are operated runs for forty years, with 
the proviso that at any time after the ex- 
piration’ of twenty years the city may buy 
out the company, paying only the market 
value of the machinery and plant. In case 
the city and the company cannot agree on 
terms it is further agreed that the dispute 
shall be referred to the local Board of Trade 
ing settlement, and that its decision shall 


In St. Petersburg, Russia, the conditions 
have been until recently and in some ways 
are still such as to arouse the feeling sym- 
pathy of Chicago people. Thus there have 
been for years a dozen or more lines, the cars 
drawn by horses on a single track, necessi- 
tating frequent delays almost as annoying 
as those caused by the breakdown of the 
North Side cables, and in no Instance have 
transfers been given. Passengers have been 
allowed in aisles and on platforms, and cars 
sometimes slaw down but rarely stop in 
order to allow passengers to get on or off. 
The cars have been double deckers and 
the fare has varied from two and a half to 
three cents. A few years ago the city 
bought the longest and most important of 
the horse car lines and is gradually buying 
up the others, transforming them at the 
game time into trolley lines. Thus far the 
city has made a good profit on the lines 
which it owns. 

In Paris all the transportation lines, horse 


cars, compressed air, electric, steam, and 


omnibus lines, are owned and operated by the 
same company, all its franchises expiring in 
1910. Cars and omnibuses are double deck- 
ers,“ the fare inside being six cents, which 
entitles the passenger to a transfer, while 
the fare on top and on the platforms is three 
cents. Passengers are not allowed to stand 
in the aisles. The omnibus Unes, of which 
there are more than thirty, carry more than 
— the total number of passengers an-

In Naples, Italy, the fares vary in an 
amusing fasifion according to the location of 
the passenger.

An interesting development in intraimira! 
transportation is the double underground 
tunnel of the Glasgow, Scotland, Subway 
company.

The route of the tunnels 
is through the most populated and 
the busiest part of the city, and in two dir. 
ferent places it was necessary to burrow 
under the Clyde River.

It was the church 
wardens—that is to say, the unpaid off ‘al 
intrusted with the enforcement of the acts 
of uniformity—who drove the Puritan an- 
cestors of the early settlers of America to 
leave Engtand. In fact, had there been no 
church wardens there might have been no 
Mayflower,

Nowadays, however, religious persecution 
has ceased in England. The office of church 
warden has been relieved of all its Tudor, 
its Stuart and Georgian excreecences. What 
remains to the church wardén of his ancient 
duties consists in England, and I believe in 
this country as well, of the care of the church 
fabrics and ornaments and the notification 
to the Archdeacon of the needs and troubles 
of the parish, which is no longer compelled 
by law, as in times of old, to maintain the 
church in proper repair, the church rates 
and contributions being purely voluntary in 
Eingla nd as well as here. 


I may add that in England the office of 
church warden is sometimes held by women. 
This practice does not date from modern 
times, but from the middie ages, and, ac- 
cording to Bishop HobdDhouse, who has made 
a study of the matter, there were dozens of 
women filling the office of church warden in 
the sixteenth century.

Jurist Does Not Advise Matrimony on 


Capital eof Only $25, but Inetate 
That This Amount WIM Saffice if the 
Installment Plan Is Adopted—Finds 
a Lesen in His Own Experience 
Dealers Tell of Possibilities of 
Modest Flats. 


Judge Dunne wishes it understood that he 
does not advise matrimony to every young 
man whos capital is limited to $26, but he 
insists that the amount is sufficient, exclu- 
sive of rent, to start a happy home” with, 
when the bistallment plan is adopted. 

The Judge fears that a wrong construction 
has been placed on the remarks he made in 
court while sentencing James Scarey to jail 
for six months because he refused to provide 
for hie wife. 
“I sent Scarey to jail because I believed 
he was not acting in good raith toward bis 
wife,” said Judge Dunne. The man told 
his wife to go out and work two or three 
months while he was arranging to begin 
housekeeping. The evidence showed that he 
had $100 coming to him in wages besides $25 
in hie pocket when he was arrested. With

WANTS NATIONAL BANKS 
-TO LOAN ON REAL ESTATE. 

Learn Public Sentiment on the Sub- 
Jeet Before Introducing a Bill. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.—Representa- 
tive McCleary of Minnesota has addressed 
the following letter to 2,500 representative 
men in the different States and Territories 
in the union: 

“It has been suggested to me by several 
gentiemen interested in national! banks, and 
desirous of rendering them as useful as 
possible to the communities in which they 
are located, that it would be wel! to amend 
the national bank act so as to permit na- 
tional banks in the smaller places, where the 
clientéle of the banks is largely rural, to 
loan a portion of their resources on resl 
estate security. If the proposition seems 
wise to those who have practical knowl- 
edge of such matters, I may introduce a bill 
after the holidays providing for the amend- 
ment. With that in view, I desire the benefit 
of your judgment in the matter, and I will 
appreciate an early answer to the following 
questions: 

“1. Do you believe that such an amend- 
ment would be in the public interest? If so, 
why? If not, why not? 

“2. If your first answer be affirmative, 
where would you draw the line between 
those national banks that may and those 
that may not make such loans? Would you 
make the capitalization of the bank or the 
population of the town where the bank is 
located the basis of such classification? 

“8. Just what percentage and of what 
would yeu specify in the amendment? That 
is; would you grant the permission as to a 
certain percentage of the capital of the 
bank or as to a certain percentage of its 
loanable funds? Why? Suggestions run- 
ning from 25 per cent to 40 per cent of the 
capital of the bank have been made. 

“4. Would you limit the operation of the 
amendment to farm loans, or would you 
include town property? Why? 

“5. Would you permit loans under the 
amendment on first mortgages only, or 
would you permit such loans as meet the ap- 
proval of the Board of Directors? Why? 

“6. Would you require that all loans un- 
der the amendment have the approval of the 
directors before being made? Why? > 

“7. Have you any other suggestions as to 
the proposition of an amendment if it 
should be made?"

Toward 
the end of the last session of Congress he 
developed a complication of diseases, includ- 
ing diabetes, and, acting on the advice of 
his physicians, again visited various health 
resorts in Europe. Upon his return, his con- 
dition showing no improvement, Senator 
Sewell went to Asheville, N. C., where he 
remained two months.

GAPTAIN LEARY 18 DEAL

FIRST GOVERNOR OF GUAM A VIC- 
TIM OF HEART DISEASE.- 


Naval Officer Who Compelied the Nat- 
ives of the Pacific Istand to Get Mar- 
‘ried and Introduced Other Social 
and Industrial Reforms Passes Away 
at the Marine Hospital at Chelsea, 
Mass once Defied a German Cruiser 
and Cleared His Decks for Action, 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 27.~-[Special.]—Cap- 
tain Richard P. Leary, U. S. N., died this 
morning at the Marine Hospital at Chelsea. 
Death was due to heart disease. 

Captain Leary had a record as a gallant 
officer and would have reached the rank of 
Rear Admiral within a few years, as there

was born in Maryland and entered the Naval 
Academy in 1860. 

It was asthe first Naval Governor of Guam 
that Captain Leary became most n 
While governing the 3,000 half-civyilized na- 
tives of Uncle Sam’s possession in the Pa- 
cific he issued a series of -proclamations, 
written in English, Spanish, and Chamorro, 
unique in language and typographical ap- 
pearance, — 

Compels Guamites to Marry. 

One of the first of these proclamations 
commanded a ceremony as necessary to mar- 
riage and prohibited plural wives. Another 
limited feast day celebrations to the walls 
of the churches, and established Sunday and 
the public holidays of t»e United States as 
the only legal holidays. 

Other of the proclamations prohibited the 
selling of liquor to persons not having lived 
in the island prior to the American occupa- 
tion, commanding inhabitants without occu- 
pations to cultivate land and acquire live 
stock, required that dogs be licensed, pro- 
hibited religious instruction in the scheols, 
prohibited the exportation of food, and reg- 
ulated’ the ringing of church bells. Some of 
the proclamations met with opposition from 
the friars in the island and sulks from the 
natives, but none was withdrawn, and as it 
became evident that Captain Leary would 
not back down a single step on any order 
issued the natives became docile and sub- 
mitted meekly to the regulations of civiliza- 
tion as proclaimed by Captain Leary’s town

Once Defied German Warship. 

When in command of the American war- 
ship Adams at Apia, Samoa, in 1888, Cap- 
tain Leary earned the preise of his superiors 
in Washington and a gold medal from the 
Legislature of his home State by his courage 
and tact in opposing an attempt of the Ger- 
man commander to foree Tamasese upon the 
Samoans as King against the interests of 
Americans. Captain Leary at the time fol- 
lowed the German ship Adler to a point it 
intended to bombard, cleared for action, and 
placed his ship between the Adler and land, 
informing the German commander he would 
take any action: necessary for the protection 
of American interests.* After both crews had 
stood! at their guns for several hours the 
German commander backed down, and the 
Adler returned to Apia, with the Adams close 
in its wake. During the Spanish-American 
war Captain Leary, commanded the cruiser

The Missouri is a ship of the type of the 
Ohio and the Maine. Its centract price wag 
$2,885,000. The keel was laid Feb. 7, 1900, 
and on the latest construction report it is 
set down as 51 per cent completed. be 


7 The. Missourt’s contract speed is eighteen’ 
knots an hour, so that it will rank next to 
the battleships of the Georgia class if re- 
gard to speed. Its compliement will be forty 
officers and 511 men. The hull is built of steel 
and is unsheathed. It is 388 feet long on the 
load water line, 72 feet 2% inches extreme 
breadth, and, at a mean draft of 23 feet 6 
inches, displaces 12,230 tons. 
The hull is protected abreast of the boilers | 
and engines by a’ side armor belt of from 
even and one-half to eleven inches in thick- 
ness and by the casemate armor, six inches 
thick. In the casemate are placed ten of the 
six-inch guns the vessel carries. Above this 
on the upper deck four six-inch guns are 
placed, in the vicinity of which six-inch 
armor is worked far enough forward and aft 
to afford protection to the crews of these 


guns. 
Protection is afforded the vitals of the ship 
below the water line by a protective deck 
th armor from two and three-quarters to 


Twelve-Inch Guns in Battery. |. 

The main battery of the ship consists of 
four twelve-inch rifles placed in two balanced 
turrets and sixteen six-inch guns. The tur- 
rets are turned by electricity and can re- 
volve through 360 degrees in one minute. 

Ten of the six-inch guns are within the 
casemate as before stated; two others are 
on the berth forward in six-inch armored 
sponsons and four are on the upper deck. 
Those fh the sponsons forward and two on 
the upper deck can fire directly ahead and 
the other two on the upper deck directly 
astern, in addition to having a broadside. 


he secondary battery consists of six 
three-inch guns, eight six-pounders, six 
one-pounders, two Colts, and two three-inch 


guns. | 
Submerged Torpedo Tubes. 
A new feature introduced into the offensive 


power of this ship is two submerged torpedo | 


tubes. While German warships have been 
équipped with these tubes for a number of 
years, the Missouri and its class are the 
first. battleships of the United States navy 
to the supplied with them. 

There are two military masts fitted with 
the usual signal yards, tops, and topmasts, 
one mast as usual being over the forward 
conning tower. 8 3 

The Missouri carries fourteen boats, of 
which one is a forty-foot steam cutter and 
another a thirty-six foot cutter of the 
usual navy type. The boats are handled by 
four cranes operated by steam, and each of 
which can lift the heaviest boat that it 
has to handle at the rate of forty feet per 
minute. 

Bilge keels to reduce rolling are fitted to 
the vessel, experiments in recent years hav- 
ing demonstrated the great ‘efficiency of 
these keels in preventing excesstve rolling. 

Hydraulic gear is used in steering the ves- 
sel and can put the rudder from hard aport 
to hard astarboard in twenty seconds when 
the vessel is moving at full speed. 


Electrical Equipment Modern. 

Electricity is used for lighting the vessels 
‘and operating the turrets and hoists and 
for communicating between parts of the 
chips, and for other minor purposes. Four 
powerful searchlights will give warning of 
the approach of hostile vessels. For night 
signaling the ship carries two sets of elec- 
tric signaling apparatus. 

The normal coal supply is 1,000 tons and 
the capacity of the bunkers is 2,000 tons, 
The arrangement of the bunkers is such 
as to afford considerable incidental protec- 
tion to the. machinery. 

The Missouri and its class are the first | 
battleships of the United States navy in 
which water tube boilers are provided. 
Steam for the propelling machinery is sup- 
plied by water tube boilers of the Thorney- 
croft type placed in four water-tight com- 
partments. There are three smoke pipes. 
The two propelling engines are of the ver- 
tical cylinder direct acting, triple expansion 
type, having four cylinders.

TO BEAUTIFY COUNTRY HOMES. 


Landscape Gardening and Floriculture 
to Be Taught at the State Nor- 
mal University. 


Bloomington, III., Dec. 27.—[{Special.]— 
Landscape gardening and floriculture in con- 
nection with rural homes is to be taught at 
the State Normal University. New ideas 
in floral adornment for the home and the 
school will be instilled into the minds of 
the pupils, together with an elementary 
knowledge of plant life and soll influences. 
A practical demonstration is to be made of 
the science of propagation and horticulture 
under the direction of the State Board of 
Education. 

President Felmley has been one of the 
enthusiastic promoters of the new depart- 
ment. He argues that the noticeable dearth 
of flowers and decorative plants about the 
country houses of Illinois is not necessarily 
on account of the lack of institictive fond- 
ness for flowers, but because of the lack of 
knowledge concerning them. It is the pur- 
pose to instruct the students who are fitting 
themselves for rural teaching to care for 
school gardens, so that they in turn may 
instruct the children in a simple manner 
and without the aid of appliances other than 
can be cheaply secured.
